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EXteadnch of a national dialogue: Moving ahead, together 


This report presents and elaborates on the results of the workshop “Public Health and Sustainable 
Development — Moving ahead, together”, which was held September 19, 2007. 


The purpose of the workshop was to open a dialogue on how Canadian governments, non-government 
organizations (NGOs) and the private sector can work collaboratively to advance and integrate the 
public health and sustainability agendas. Each field of practice is integral to the other, could be more 
connected. This workshop was envisioned to stimulate additional efforts to join up the two fields. 


The workshop agenda and process are described in Appendix 1. More than 40 people, from government, 
non-government and research organizations from across the country, participated in the workshop. 
Appendix 2 presents a list of all participants. 


This report presents IDEAS — ideas about how to integrate and advance the two fields, about who 
are the key partners that need to be engaged, and about what needs to happen to turn these ideas 
into actions. Most ideas emanated from the workshop. The author of this report has presented some 
additional ideas and perspective, drawn from relevant literature and other sources, in order to stimulate 
additional thinking and action. 


In each of the domains of research, policy and practice, the nexus of public health and sustainable 
development is in its infancy. There is a small but growing body of knowledge on the topic, to which 
we can add the perspectives from this workshop. But it has much room to grow, and indeed, needs to 
— for, as McMichael (2006) argues, population health is the bottom line of sustainability, and as Rainham 
and McDowell (2005) warn, “Unless sustainability is considered, our conception of population health can 
become meaningless”. These notions underscore the relevance and significance of each field to the other. 


Workshop participants and others from across Canada are invited to participate actively in a national 
dialogue on public health and sustainable development. As the dialogue grows and matures, each 
field will undoubtedly discover new ways of thinking and practicing, to their mutual benefit and to the 
benefit of Canadians now and in the future.

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Aworkshop summary 


On September 19, 2007, a workshop, “Public Health and Sustainable Development — Moving ahead, 
together,’ was sponsored by the Public Health Agency of Canada and the Canadian Public Health 
Association, in Ottawa. Occurring after the CPHA conference, it created a dialogue about how public 
health could move forward, together on sustainable development and public health. Forty participants 
discussed two examples of ways public health is moving ahead now, the “Rooftop Gardens Projects” in 
Montreal, and the work on Climate Change and Vectorborne Diseases by the Foodborne, Waterborne 
and Zoonotic Infections Division of the Public Health Agency, out of Guelph. 


This was followed by two Agency Officials from the Centre for Healthy Human Development and the 
Strategic Initiatives and Innovations Directorate of the Agency discussing the connections between the 
work of their directorates and SD. 


These four presentations set up the dialogue, which addressed current and necessary activities on 
sustainable development to advance collaboration among public health, governments, non-government 
organizations (NGOs) and the private sector. 


The workshop concluded with plenary group reports on the results of the dialogue anda panel discussion 
consisting of the CPHA and senior officials from across federal departments. 


Five main themes emerged: 


> Develop and articulate a meaningful concept of sustainable development for public health 
>» Educate and train 

> Focus on community-based initiatives 

>» Change or improve governance 


» Lead by example 


The main points made are outlined in the idea map presented in Appendix Ill. The full report provides 
more details. 
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Aconnecting health and sustainable development — 
through research, policy and practice 


It is widely recognized that sustainable development is essential for good public health. It is perhaps 
less well acknowledged that good public health is essential to sustainable development. The two fields 
pursue similar or complementary goals and objectives, share similar or. complementary values, and 
often draw from similar or complementary conceptual frameworks and strategies. The actions in each 
can significantly impact the outcomes in the other. 


In its 2007 report Climates & Change: The urgent need to connect health and sustainable development, 
the UK Public Health Association acknowledges that “the sustainable development and public health 
agendas are inextricably linked and, in many vital respects, indistinguishable from each other”. Yet, in 
Canada and elsewhere, the two fields are largely disconnected. 


Connecting the two fields, in each of the domains of research, policy and practice, is a critical task for 
achieving enormous benefits to each, and to sustaining human health throughout the 21* century and 
beyond. And it is a huge task. 


In respect to research, the challenge is foreshadowed by Wilcox and Colwell (2005) (in particular referring 
to infectious disease): 


No issue could be a more fundamental measure of sustainability than public health ... 
yet this problem is incomprehensible without a vastly broadened research perspective, if not 
an entirely new paradigm... [Emphasis added] 


Workshop participant Susan Bowser spoke to the second challenge, policy, describing integrated 
decision-making on horizontal policy issues (like sustainable development) as “one of the biggest 
challenges facing governments right now”. 


The third major challenge is to translate research into policy and practice, and to align knowledge, policy 
and practice at all levels and across spheres. Given the breadth of sustainability and health issues and 
actors, it’s worth reiterating: this is a huge task. 


Workshop participants added additional perspectives that suggest of the scope and scale of the 
challenge: 


» 


“There is insufficient vision about what can be done” 


> “We have wonderful things happening, but they need to go further. We need to institutionalize 
some of these concepts and principles so that we change the way we do business in this country.’ 
[emphasis added] 


> “There is a moral dimension. Public health professionals and others should be living it, not 
because it comes from the top, or because it’s our job, or because the agenda has come down to 
it, but because it’s the right thing to do.’ 


Taken together, these perspectives call for deeper, more transformational changes in public health and 
sustainable development thinking and practice. 
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Goumans and Springett (1997) refer to first-order changes that are minor adjustments to an organization's 
core, and second-order change that constitutes “multi-dimensional, multilevel, discontinuous radical 


organizational change involving a paradigmatic shift”'. Participants in the workshop saw the need for 
this second order change. 


Awhnat are we doing presently? 


Workshop participants identified a variety of activities in which they are presently engaged that relate 
to both public health and sustainable development. They are outlined in Box 1. These examples offer 
only a smattering of the many more relevant activities that are underway across the country. 


It could be valuable to compile a comprehensive summary of the major initiatives or groups of activity 
currently underway, so as to facilitate linkages across organizations and sectors.

Participants emphasized the impor- 
tance of “community” and “local”. As 
one workshop participant stated, “We 
see the intersection of the econo- 
mic, social, physical with health at 
the local level”, and as David Butler- 
Jones reminded CPHA conference 
attendees, “public health is local” 
Given the high place of sustainability 
on the local policy agenda, a focus 
here could prove fruitful in terms of 
willing partners and collaborative 
action. 


However, to be most successful, local- 
level and other place-based initiatives 
need to be supported by enabling 
policy and supportive institutions. 
Accordingly, participants offered 
many ideas that may be categorized 
as “Change/improve governance’, and 
whichwereintendedtostrengthenthe 
policy and institutional environment. 


Finally, participants spoke to the 
importance of the health sector 
becoming more sustainable itself. 
Hancock has argued this: point 
extensively (for example, see Hancock 
2001, 2005). There were at least two 
logics for this. First, the health sector 
is an important industrial sector, 
and as such, has a major impact on 
sustainability in Canada. Second, the 
health sector should lead by example. 
As one participant indicated, “we can't 
gotell municipalitiesandcommunities 
to be less energy-intensive, when 
we are the worst around” Many

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Taken together, these five main ideas offer a framework for integrating the public health and sustainable 
development agendas. Undoubtedly, this framework will be reshaped, as these ideas are elucidated and 
additional ideas are considered. Nevertheless, it provides an initial context for thinking about how to 


integrate the repertoires (e.g. concepts, perspectives, policies, practices) from each field, for the benefit 
of both. 


Successful implementation will require broad and sustained engagement from across the research, 
policy and practitioner communities. Participants emphasized the need to engage management and 
to truly commit, as organizations, to the sustainability agenda. As with all new and complex issues, it 


is important to build constituencies to support ideas, and to build partnerships and collaborations to 
progress on implementation.

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of norms and recourse for decision-makers at the local level. Goumans and Springett (1997) add that 
real healthy public policy demands a “consensus in policy amongst key organizations and strategic 
alignment of programs”. 


These perspectives underscore the importance of working with ALL key partners that have a role 
to play. 


Regional Health Authorities are typically massive organizations that can have a significant impact on the 
environment and in the communities in which they operate. There is speculation that the regionalization 
of public health services across parts of the country has created opportunities for stronger integration 
of public health perspectives into the rest of the health system (i.e. into RHAs). As the public health 
community engages more on environment and sustainability, it may be able to mobilize improvements 
in RHAs and across the health system. RHAs would be an important focus for acting on the “Leading by 
example” idea, which was a top idea that participants identified. 


Brown et al. (2005), in their textbook on sustainability and health, emphasize the importance of 
innovators: “Practitioners must act positively on new ways of doing things; as innovators and agents of 
change, and as people who actively and effectively promote new ideas”. 


They go on to say “to coordinate, consolidate, integrate and synthesize innovation for sustainability 
requires exceptional courage and above average energy” (Brown et al., 2005) Indeed, the innovators and 
change agents are key partners, and their efforts should be lauded and supported. 


Finally, it is worth noting the important role of educators. Policy development is “not only about vertical 
and horizontal interaction and negotiation, it is also about learning” (Goumans and Springett, 1997). 
This has major implications for our roles as individual practitioners, for our approaches to learning 
(e.g. through learning communities, rather than through traditional didactic learning), and more 
fundamentally for our approaches to research and knowledge development (see Brown et al., 2005). 


Asia, unanswered questions 


Workshop participants raised several questions that have not been answered. 


>» How do we reduce consumption while continuing to develop? 
>» How do we plan for and manage decline, so we avoid collapse? 


>» What do we do about the victims of unsustainable development? How do we redress the 
associated inequalities? 


Elsewhere, Rainham and McDowell (2005) argue that the discourse of population health must recognize 
and integrate an assessment of its own sustainability, and identify the important question 


>» How can we redesign population health as an evolving paradigm to join the transition to 
sustainability? 


These are massive questions, the answers to which are not clear but which seem absolutely critical. 
Undoubtedly, many more large and complex questions need to be answered as well. 
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Atdeas for continuing the dialogue 


The September 19" workshop was 
intended to be the beginning of a 
national dialogue - an exploration 
of how different sectors can work 
collaboratively to advance and 
integrate the public health and 
sustainable development agendas, 
for the benefit of all. The workshop 
attracted more than 40 individuals 
from governments, non-govern- 
ment organizations and research 
institutions across the country. And 
that after they had attended the four- 
day CPHA conference! Participants 
had a rich discussion that produced 
a great many ideas, raised some 
important questions, and under- 
scored the immense importance of 
each of the two fields to the other. 
Their contribution is significant. 


As a first step in continuing the 
dialogue, participants are invited 
to review and comment on this 
report, and to elaborate on any of 
the ideas that are in it. They and 
others are encouraged to share their 
thinking about how to advance and 
integrate the public health and 
sustainable development agendas. 
Undoubtedly, a rich and vigorous 
public discourse is needed. 


The ideas and insights from the 
workshop build on a growing base 
of knowledge about how to advance 
and integrate the two fields. The 
knowledge has been gathered as 
many individuals and groups have 
explored and acted on different 
aspects of this issue. We can think 
of many Canadian examples (see 
Box 5). These are only a few of 
many Canadian and _ international 


Box 5: Sampling of activities addressing various 
aspects of public health and sustainable 
development 


In 2000, the Canadian Public Health Association hosted 
a Roundtable on Health and Climate Change. The 
Roundtable, which was chaired by David Butler-Jones, 
involved participants from over 40 organizations. The 
output from the Roundtable was a “CPHA strategic 

plan on health and climate change: A framework for 
collaborative action” that outlined five core elements 
for action and a number of short-term priorities for 
action (see CPHA 2001). 


In 2006, PHAC undertook a scoping study that 
gathered various perspectives on what PHAC could 
valuably do on the sustainable development issue. 
PHAC completed a series of interviews with internal 
and external stakeholders and a staff survey leading 
up to the development of its Sustainable Development 
Strategy. 


In 2007, PHAC held a two-day Agency-wide retreat 
on public health and environment that engaged more 
than 40 staff. The Atlantic Region office also held two 
stakeholder think tank meetings on the implications 


of sustainable development for the PHAC’s Population 
Health Fund. 


Building on one of the key insights from the 2006 
scoping study (that PHAC could play a role on climate 
change through its health promotion work); PHAC 
co-organized a symposium on health promotion and 
climate change at the IUHPE World Conference 2007. 
The IUHPE subsequently passed a resolution on climate 
change at its general assembly. 


Two weeks later, the Canadian Institute of Public 
Health Inspectors passed a resolution on climate 
change at its annual general meeting and hosted a 
half-day workshop on climate change and health. The 
workshop initiated reflections on the role of Canada’s 
environmental public health professionals as part of a 
broader public health response to climate change. 


The Ontario Professional Planners Institute recently 
released a position paper and call to action focusing on 
healthy, sustainable communities. 


initiatives that have generated ideas and insights relevant to this dialogue. 
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One idea is to compile all of these ideas into a single place. The compilation would likely be a confluence - 
of ideas that would quickly and significantly widen and strengthen this dialogue, by building on the 
substantial work that has already been completed. 


Another idea is to develop a wiki? or some similar tool to facilitate knowledge management and 
collaboration across the public health and sustainable development community. This would serve as 
an easy-to-use and widely accessible forum within which participants could share and collaboratively 
develop and refine ideas on how to integrate the two fields. A wiki could be a platform for collaboratively 
building the compilation described above. It could serve as a central database for facilitating research 
by different groups. More generally, it could be used to mobilize (and hopefully integrate) perspectives 
from within and across levels and sectors. 


Conclusion 


The idea that the fields of public health and sustainable development are interrelated is undeniable. It 
is because of this interrelatedness that we can talk about childhood obesity, all of its related afflictions, 
the built environment and climate change - all in the same sentence. As former California Health Officer 
Richard Jackson puts it, “what's good for our kids and their health and what's good for the neighborhood, 
school, and our city, state, nation and planet are all the same thing”. 


The discourse on public health and sustainable development has been growing for many years. 
It has been productive, but it has been small. It needs to grow. The September 19 workshop, which 
was intended as the beginning of an ongoing national dialogue on public health and sustainable 
development, generated many ideas for integrating and advancing the two fields. 


As the dialogue continues, these ideas will be refined, and many more ideas will be generated. In due 
course, they will flourish into a suite of new insights and initiatives that will bridge the two fields of 
practice, to the benefit of each, and that will simultaneously contribute to healthier people and more 
sustainable development.

Five participants returned completed evaluation forms.

All of the evaluations were generally positive. 


Four of the five respondents answered the question “was the workshop suitable to the topic?” All 
four answered “Yes”. 


All indicated that participants would like to see the dialogue continue at next year’s CPHA 
conference. One suggested the dialogue continue during the conference, not as a post- 
conference event. Two evaluations suggested that the timing at the end of the conference 
negatively affected attendance and participation. 


Participants identified several workshop elements they found most useful: the group discussions 
(small group and plenary) throughout the workshop (3), the local level presentation, and specific 
examples of place-based initiatives that addressed determinants of health (i.e roof top gardens 
example). 


The only suggestions for improving the workshop were to not leave the workshop to a post- 
conference event, and provide less time to panelists and more time for group discussion. 


Three of the five respondents identified ideas suggested during the workshop that they planned 
to pursue. These were: work on age livable cities and rooftop gardens; try to get a rooftop 
garden on the building | work in; and pursue connections between planning, public health and 
economics. 
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
